SERIOUS INFECTIONS MAY BE 
DUE 
TO 
IRRITATION 
OF W O R K E R S SKIN 


This Is the seventh of a series of 
articles in which IT. Morris Fishbein 
discusses industrial diseases and ways 
in which the worker's health may be 
guarded. 
Innumerable 
substances 
with 
which workers regularly come into 
contact may produce more or less 
serious reactions In the skin. 
These reactions are of 
various 
types. 
Some of them are simply a 
chemical burning of the skin or 
irritation. 
The others are infec­ 
tions of the skin by the germs 
which 
are 
always 
present 
and 
ready to attack when the skin is 
broken. 
Still others are chronic 
irritations which resemble eczema 
and sometimes the irritations are so 
persistent that they develop the 
nature of cancer. 
Any one of these irritations or 
inflammations 
of 
the 
skin 
may 
be 
associated 
with 
a 
secondary 
infection 
by 
some 
other 
organ­ 
ism. 
Sometimes just the use of 
soap and water, as in the case of 
washer women, will cause eczema 
of the skin. 
From time to time various irri­ 
tants have been listed by special­ 
ists in diseases of the skin. 
In 
one of the most recent lists there 
are 
hund 
ds of 
different 
drugs 
and 
combinations of drugs, and 


associated with this a list of occu­ 
pations in 
which 
irritant 
sub­ 
stances regularly used may bring 
about disturbances 
of 
the 
skin. 
There 
is 
hardly 
an 
occupation 
known to mankind in which this 
possibility does not exist. 


One of the most common forms 
of irritation of the skin 
in an 
occupation is that resulting from 
a contact with oil. 
This is usually 
called oil folliculitis. 
A reaction on the skin occurs 
from a mixture of 
oil 
and 
dirt 
which blocks the follicles of th* 
hair. 
Then the glandular secre­ 
tion is blocked and inflammation 
develops. 
With 
this 
inflammation 
there 
will be a secondary infection by 
pus-forming germs. 
Usually th* 
condition occurs first on the hands 
but it may also be seen In other 
parts of the body. 
Sometimes 
those minor infections extend so 
that they become boils. 
Workers in grinding Industries 
sometimes have the skin broken g 
bv metallii dust or Ane steel chips 
which mingle with 
the 
oil 
and 
which may then be rubbed into 
the skin. 
Here also secondary in­ 
fection occurs frequently.

The two foreign policies lire deeply and funda­ 
mentally irreconciliable. 
To tie sure. Senator Pitt­
